The proposed amendments will be entered because they conform the claims to the previously asserted 35 U.S.C. 112 2nd paragraph 
rejection. However, the claims even as amended, are not in condition for allowance. 

Applicants' argue that Palakoff, Ross, and Allsop fail to teach the use of Tags. Examiner maintains that Allsop explicitly uses HTML tags 
(see Allsop column 5 lines 23-37). Applicants fail to clearly illustrate how the present invention's use of HTML tags differ's from Allsop's use 
of HTML tags. Applicants' merely state that Allsop fails to teach the use of HTML tags, however, Allsop explicitly teaches the use of HTML 
tags and explicitly uses the terms "HTML Tags" (see Allsop column 5 lines 23-37). As such, Applicants' arguments are mere allegations of 
patentability and fail to compy with 37 C.F.R. 1.111(b). 
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
